A BILL 


Establishing a fund for the propagation of salmon in the Columbia 
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River district. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 
That there is hereby Ainge in the Treasury a fund to 
be known as the Columbia River salmon-propagation fund.

There is hereby appropriated, out of any money in the Toe 
ury not otherwise appropriated, to be paid into such fund, 
a sum equal to the sums heretofore received by the United 
States as rental for fishing rights on Sand Island, Oregon, 


since the grant of such land to the United States by the 


State of Oregon. All sums hereafter received by the 
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United States as rental for fishing rights on such island shall 
be covered into such fund. 

Src, 2. All moneys in such fund are hereby reserved, 
set aside, and appropriated to be available for expenditure 
by the Secretary of Commerce for the propagation of salmon 
in the Columbia River district, including the establishment 
and operation of fish-cultural stations and fish hatcheries, the 
conduct of practical and scientific investigations and experi- 
ments relative to the salmon fisheries, and the diffusion of 
useful information relative thereto. 

Src. 3. No part of the moneys appropriated by this 
Act shall be expended in the construction, purchase, or en- 
largement of any fish hatchery or fish-cultural station or 
laboratory until the State in which such hatchery, station, or 
laboratory is to be located, through appropriate legislative 
action, shall accord to the United States Commissioner of 
Fisheries and his duly authorized agents the right to conduct 
fish hatching and fish culture and all operations connected 
therewith im any manner and at any time that may by the 
commissioner be deemed necessary and proper, any laws of 
the State to the contrary notwithstanding. The operation 
of any hatchery, station, or laboratory shall be suspended 
whenever the State ceases to accord such right, or whenever, 


in the Judgment of the Secretary of Commerce, State laws

1 and regufations affecting fish propagated are allowed to 
2 remain so inadequate as to impair the efficiency of such 


3 hatchery, station, or laboratory. 
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
